THE SUPREME COURT OVERRULES ATTORNEY 
GENERAL DAUGHERTY. 


The Supreme Court has decided that John Barleycorn may 


hail an American ship outside the three-mile figure, obtain pass­ 


age and reign again in the smoke room as the merry teller of tales 
and seller of pools on the day’s run. He may take aboard all his 
old playmates of the steward’s shelf, but he cannot bring them 
legally—into the territorial waters of the United States, even 
on a foreign vessel. Veritably, he must be an old man of the sea. 
For the Supreme Court ruled that Attorney General Haugh- j 
erty was all wrong when he said the prohibition against the sale 
and transportation of intoxicating beverages followed the flag j 
anywhere on the high seas. It follows only to the three-mile I 
limit, but inside that territorial precinct no ship, American or | 
foreign, may convey alcoholic liquors in any form.

Daugherty was right 
The effect of the court’s order is to test the ingenuity of , 
American and foreign ships with respect to disposing of unsold 1 
prohibited liquors on inbound voyages and of taking them aboard 
on the outward, trips. It leaves to Secretary Hughes the troubles 
of pacifying the diplomatic representatives of France, Italy and | 
Portugal whose nationals are guaranteed liquors with their meals 
when signing up on the vessels of these countries. 
The Supreme Court tosses onto President Harding’s desk a 
question of policy that is not the most pleasant he could 'have 
there. The law says it is all right to sell liquors 
somewhat 
stronger than I per cent of alcohol. Privately owned American 
ships may do as they please about it, but the President must 
determine as a matter of policy whether he will permit such sale 
aboard Government-owned vessels.

Mercer was arrested when a resort' 
was raided by city and county author- i 
ities. The mysterious disappearance 
of! two Fort Missoula soldiers, 
ma- 
trial w itnesses in the ca^e, proved a 
serious handicap to the prosecution. 
The defense was able to establish an 
alibi for Mercer, w itnesses testifying 


(that he was at the fort at the time 


I of the raid. 
As the jury filed out of the court­ 
room, former Sheriff George A. Cole 
leaped to his feet, rushed 
to 
the 
judge’s bench and cried, In a loud 
voice: 
JURY CALLED BACK 
“Wold the jury Judge, 
hold 
the 
jury! That man winked at Sam Mer­ 
cer as he passed ou t!” 
Instantly the courtroom was in an 
uproar. Judge Lentz rose to his feet 
and demanded: 
“Who was It winked?” 
“There’s the Juror!” shouted the 
former sheriff, leveling an accusing 
finger at Stewart. 
‘ Call the jury back!’’ commanded 
the Court. 
When the panel had been seated de­ 
fense counsel registered 
a 
protest 
against the charge and the calling 
hack of the jury, claim ing that it was 
out of line with the usual court pro­ 
cedure. 
Judge Lentz firmly waved 
aside the protest, demanding of Cole 
his evidence on the winking charge. 
“This man saw him wink at Mer­ 
c e r !’’ declared the ex-sheriff. 
He brought forward W. A. Freder­ 
icks, a Federal operative, who corrob­ 
orated Cole's statem ent. 
“ What was the juror?’ demanded 
the Court. 
Cole again pointed at. Stewart. 
“Did you see that juror wink at the 
defendant?” questioned the Court. 
“I did.” replied Fredericks. 
“Take the stand and he sworn,” 
ordered the judge. 
On his oath the Federal man tes­ 
tified that he had seen Stewart drop 
out of the jury line, lean toward the 
defendant and slowly drop an eyelid. 
JURYMAN DENIES IT 
The Court then summoned Juror 
Stewart to th stand. Under oath he 
swore that he did not wink at Mer­ 
cer; that Involuntarily he might have 
batted an eye as he passed out of 
the courtroom. 
Judge Lentz deliberated over 
the 
unusual charge for som e time before 
giving his decision. 
Jt was quiet in the courtroom, very 
quiet, when he explained, after ask­ 
ing if anyone else in the courtroom 
had witnessed the alleged wink, that 
it was a case of one man's word 
against another, advising the jurors? 
to disregard the incident and to dis­ 
charge their official duty as if it had 
not occurred.

2,600 miles, as the crow flies, was cov­ 
ered in 26 hours, BO m inutes and 38 
aaconds actual flying time, at an aver­ 
age speed of approximately IOO miles 
en hour. 
For years 
aeronautical 
engineers 
have dreamed of a sustained flight 
across the continental United States. 
Lieutenants John A. MacReady and 
Oakley G. Kelly, flying the T-2, ac­ 
complished the feat. 
The T-2 is the plane which has 
twice broken the worid’s records, and 
It also hold® the world’s lifting rec­ 
ord for a single motored airplane. 
It 
carries over 700 gallons of gasoline. 
"The performance of our liberty 
motor was perfect in every respect,” 
said Lieutenant Kelly oyer his coffee 
at luncheon. "From the tim e it lifted 
our overloaded plane from Roosevelt 
field it throbbed away at racing speed 
hour after hour with never a falter 
until we came to earth.” 
“We never doubted for a moment 
that we would make the flight a suc­ 
res*,** 
said 
Lieutenant 
MacReady. 
"Our eastw ard effort, of last w inter in 
the same plane, you know, was halted 
because of radiator trouble after we 
had covered four-fifths of the dis­ 
tance. 
We were fortunate, of course, 
In having bright moonlight and smi- 
shine and gentle breezes.” 
Trouble was experienced v in only 
one respect, it was said. 
A minor 
difficulty developed in the battery reg­ 
ulator, but quick work righted the de­ 
fect. and the flight continued or^ The 
two pilots alternated at the controls. 
each being six hours on duty at a 
time, they said. 
The off pilot would 
crawl back from the high control seat, 
which is placed far forward, to a re­ 
clining position alongside the hum­ 
ming motor, where he might inspect 
and cars for it should occasion arise.

THE SUPREME COURT OVERRULES ATTORNEY 
GENERAL DAUGHERTY. 


The Supreme Court has decided that John Barleycorn may 


hail an American ship outside the three-mile figure, obtain pass­ 


age and reign again in the smoke room as the merry teller of tales 
and seller of pools on the day’s run. He may take aboard all his 
old playmates of the steward’s shelf, but he cannot bring them 
—legally—into the territorial waters of the United States, even 
on a foreign vessel. Veritably, he must be an old man of the sea. j 
For the Supreme Court ruled that Attorney General Haugh- j 
erty was all wrong when he said the prohibition against the sale 
i 
and transportation of intoxicating beverages followed tho flag 
anywhere on the high seas. It follows only to the three-mile 
4 
limit, but inside that territorial precinct no ship, American or I 
foreign, may convey alcoholic liquors in any form. In that Mr. 
Daugherty was right. 
The effect of the court's order is to test the ingenuity of 
American and foreign ships with respect to disposing of unsold 
prohibited liquors on inbound voyages and of taking them aboard 
on the outward trips. It leaves to Secretary Hughes the troubles 
of pacifying the diplomatic representatives of France, Italy and 
Portugal whose nationals are guaranteed liquors with their meals 
when signing up on the vessels of these countries. 
The Supreme Court tosses onto President Harding’s desk a 
question of policy that is not the most pleasant he could have 
there. The law says it is all right to sell liquors somewhat 
stronger than I per cent of alcohol. Privately owned American 
ships may do as they please about it, but the President must 
determine as a matter of policy whether he will permit such sale 
aboard Government-owned vessels.
